''Our German guards had pulled 
out the night before. They had tried 
to get us to march west across the 
kibe with them, but we refused. 
The only ones to go with them were 
the Polish orisoners. They 
didn't 


want to be liberated by the Rus- 
sians and preferred to take the 
chance of Americans moving east- 
ward to free them. 


"I went into the city that after- 
noon to contact the Russians 
for 
supplies. They were extremely lib- 
eral and gave us a lot of food. First 
they took out a map of the city and 
outlined an area and told us we 
could have all the German food sup- 
plies stored there. 
" 'Take whatever you need for 
your men,' said the Russian com- 
mander. 


"When I hesitaled about seizirig 
those supplies, he promised me that 
food would be sent to the camp. 
Soon after, the Russians drove -7 
head of cattle into our camp and 
that night they sent over a food 
convoy. That, commander 
really 
kept his word." 


One unfortunate incident attend- 
ed the liberation. Fourteen Ameri- 
cans were killed the nighl before 
when they were caught between Ihe 
Russian and German lines by ad- 
vancing Soviet Iroops who mistook 
them for enemies. 


"When the 
Soviet 
commander 
learned what had happened, he im- 
mediately sent us his apologies " 
said Silvernail. "I don't know who 
the Americans were. They appar- 
ently were prisoners from another

Full Measure of Victory Is 
to Be Gauged by How Allies 
Conduct the Peace in Europe

Now that the Allies have knock- 
ed out Nazidom in the bloodiest 
and most devastating conflict ever 
known, and we stop to check up 
on the great achievement, we find 
ourselves facing the staggering pa- 
radoxical problem of what sort of 
victory we have in hand—in short, 
whether we really have won the 
;war. 
The full measure of our success 


should soon be known, and it wilt 
lie in the extent of Allied cooper- 
ation in the rehabilitation 
task. 
Six months ago

stood the trial of war that far, the

The 
exigencies of a war of survival 
have provided bonds to hold us to-

- with dangers which have no.prece- 


dent. 
To .Win the war we must •win the 
rehabilitation period. 
Edwin 
L. 
James, managing editor 
of 
the 
New York Times, remarks in his 
weekly column that "in. the occu- 
pation of Germany there will be an 
acid test of the ability of the big 
three to work together for com- 
mon purposes." That's an astute 
assay by an observer who knows 
his Europe from long study at 
first hand. 
At the end of the last war 
the 
German armies laid down 
their 
arms and marched home to a coun- 
try which was short of supplies be- 
cause of the naval blockade, but 
didn't have a war scratch on it. 
Its factories were undamaged and 
its fields were ready for the plow. 
Now Germany's mechanical en- 


gineering industry, which was a 
vital • part of her life, has either 
been destroyed in the main or is 
to be taken away from her. She 
also is losing 
rich 
agricultural 
lands in East Prussia and Silesia. 
Her mineral wealth will be. great- 
ly reduced. 
Thus the Reich, which was an 
integral section of the European 
economic structure, is dropping out 
of this place and undoubtedly will 
come back over a long period of 
years in as entirely different role. 
So the specialists mxist now figure 
out a way to balance the economy 
of a Europe which is badly shot 
to pieces, (juite apart from the Ger- 
man position. 


This situation is complicated by 


the political changes 
which

sweeping the continent, and espec- 
ially by the political vacuum which 
will exist in Germany until she
